1786 as an adminis- 
trative reform “to stop the 
waate of public money that 
occurred when each State 
department bought its own 
paper, ink, sealing wax, and 
the like, as it pleased. 


Since that date the functlons 
of the department have been 
considerably augmented - and 
it is now the United Kingdom 
Government's: central orjfanisa- 
tlon for the supply of printing, 
binding, office supplics, office 
machinery of all kinds, publish- 
ed books and periodicals for 
the public service. 


It also undertakes duplicating 
and distributing services for 
Government departments, and 
advises them on the production 
and storage of films. 


In addition the Stationery. 
OfMice is the publisher for the 
Government, selling the official 
publications through its own 
shops and through leading 
booksellers acting as agents. | 
The Controller, at present Mr 
H.G.G. Welch, C.B.E., is by 
Royal Letters Patent, King's 
Printer of Acts of Parliament 
nnd Ja responsible - for the ad- 
ministration of alli Crown Copy- 
tight, which, incidentally, now 
includes official photographs 
and films as well as the writ- 
ten or printed word.

extended functions. 


Food Tickets 


Faced with the need for pro- 
ducing at short notice millions 
of tickets for fosd ratigning: it 
acquired in 1018 possession of a 
Jarge printing works. The ex- 
periment was so successful that 
it Waa continued inte peace 
time, und the Stationery Office 
now operates 12 factories equip- 
ped with modern muchinery, 
much of it specially designed 
for the production of particular 
work, 2,500 work-pcople being 
employed. 


The operative staf, a large 
part of which ts now established 
with pension and other rights, 
fs engaged under trade umon 
condilions, the managers and 
most of the supervisory — staff 
being estnblshed Civil Servants 
with special technical experi- 
ence and qualifications. 


The expenses incurred BY 
the printing works are paid by 
the Stationery Office from 
moneys voted by Parliament. 
For purposes of trading ac- 
counts, which are prepared an- 
nually for each of the Presses, 
credit is given for work done, 
but actual money payment is 
not made. Any profit shown 
in the trading accounts is there- 
fore only a “book” proft al- 
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though it) represents 
saving of public money. 

Alt Bills and Acts of Parlia- 
ment ore printed by Stationery 
OMece Presses, as are also the 
OMeciel Repor of Parlinamen- 
tary Debates—better known as 
Hansard from the name of the 
original printer, Hansard re- 
cords verbatim every speech 
and question up to 10.30 each 
night and is delivered to Mem- 
bers of Parlinment and placed 
on sale the following morning. 

There is also a weekly edition 
containing the full proceedings 
up to Thursday each week 
which appears on Friday. 
Twenty thousand copies of the 
two editions are printed; they 
are produced on fast-running 
magazine rotary presses and 
fathered und stitched in a 
combined gathering - stitching 
machine.
